LONDON, June 15.—As a coun- 
ter-measure to the German mora- 
torium the British Government 
propose legislation 
enabling it to set up an Anglo- 
German clearing office, Neville 
Chamberlain, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, told the House of Com- 


mons today. 

The Government would be pre- 
pared, however, to refrain from ex- 
ercising its powers under such a 
measure, Chamberlain said, “if a 
satisfactory agreement insuring 
fair treatment to British bondhold- 
ers and British commerce can be 
negotiated before July 1.” 

Great Britain’s Ambassador to 
Berlin has informed the German 
Government of the plan, seman tee 
lin disclosed, 

‘| should add that anyone who 
purchases German bonds now held 
by foreigners, does so at his own 
° tisk,” the Chancellor warned. “It 
wil be observed that the declara- 
tion made by the Reichsbank re- 
fers to medium and long term 
loans. I have seen no suggestion 
tht the German Government in- 
tends to interfere with the stand- 
still agreement (under which cer- 
ain German obligations were ‘un- 
rozen’ and I see no reason why it 
should be affected.”

TO PROTECT FAMILY 


Shot’ When He Grapples 
With One of Fand of Rob- 
bers—Wife and Grand- 
children Not Harmed. 


By the Associated Press. 

PEIPING, China, June 15.—Dr. 
J. H. Ingram, 75-year-old American 
missionary, was shot to death early 
today in his summer bungalow on 


the outskirts of Peiping as he at- 
tempted to shield his wife and 
grandchildren from bandits. 

A native of Richland County, 
Ohio, and attached to the American 
Board of Missions with headquar- 
ters at Boston, Dr. Ingram had been 
in China 50 years. He went 
through the siege of Peking (Pei- 
ping) in the Boxer uprising of 1900. 
In 1918 the American Red Cross 
sent him to Sibetia for medical 
work among troops and ‘ater to 
Prague to direct the repatriation 
of 1000 Czecho-Slovakian soldiers. 

Account of the Killing. 

He, with his wife and grandchil- 
dren, had gone to the bungalow yes- 
terday to gather belongings before 
going to Peitaiho for the summer. 
Shortly after midnight a band of 
robbers entered the house and went 
into the room where the missionary 
‘and his wife were sleeping. As the 
Dandits stood over the Ingrams 
with pistols p ‘nted the frightened 
grandchildren crawled into Mrs. 
Ingram’s bed for protection. Dr. 
‘Tigram jumped from his bed and 
grappled with one robber, pinning 
him against the wall, but the ban- 
dit shook off the missionary and 
shot him in the arm and head. 

The bandits then ransacked the 
house. They got only a _e small 
famount of persona] property and 
$5 cash. 

~Mrs. Ingram and the children, 
unharmed but shaken by the expe- 
rience, were brought to Peiping to- 
day. Nelson T. Johnson, United 
States Minister, called on her to 
offer sympathy and the Chinese 
Government also sent a representa- 
tive with condolences. 

Representations Made. 

The United States  legation 
promptly made representations to 
the Chinese authorities. Chinese of- 
ficials promised to take immediate 


action to capture the bandits and/| 


to protect other foreigners living 
for the summer in hills near Pei- 
ping. 

The Ingram killing was a climax, 
to periodical banditry hereabouts. 
|Two American army officers were 
shot at recently by bandits in the 
west hills area, where the Ingram 
cottage is, but escaped unharmed. 


‘'A servant employed by a foreign 


family was kidnaped and held for 
ransom. Six other Chinese were 
killed in a bandit raid on a village 
nearby. 

One of Dr. Ingram’s daughters is/ 
the wife of Capt. William F. Mayer 
of Edgewood Arsenal, Maryland, 
and another, Miss Ruth Ingram, is 
director of the Washington Univer- 
sity school of nursing at Barnes 
Hospital, St. Louis, Mo. There are 
also two sons, Robert and Louis. 


Daughter Cables to Chiha For Con- 
firmation of Death Report. 

Miss Ruth Ingram today cabled 
the United States Legation in China 
to confirm the report of her father’s 
death. She said that on previous 
occasions reports of the death of 
her father and ‘other members of 
her family at the hands of bandits 
had come through, only to be proved 
false later on. She also telegraphed 
the American: Board of Missions. 
Miss Ingram was born in China and 


Dr. and Mrs. Ingram -were for a 
long time friends of the ex-Em- 
peror and Empress of China, giv- 
ing medical treatment to them and 
their relatives. In 1931, when the 
Japanese proposed to make the 

young Emperor, Pu-yi, Emperor of 
Manchuria, other members of the 
family asked to hide in the attic of 
the Ingram home because of the 
high feeling against. them. 

Pu-yi is now Emperor of Man- 
chukuo afid has taken the name 
Kang-Teh.

WARSAW, June 15.—Col. Broni- 
slaw Pieracki, Polish Minister of 
the Interior, was assassinated this 
afternoon by two unidentified men 
who shot him in the head and es- 
caped in a crowd. 

The assassins approached the 
Minister as he was leaving a club 
and without warning began to 
shoot. He died at 5:50 o’clock to- 
night in the military hospital. 

Col. Pieracki was the host of Dr. 
Joseph Paul Goebbels, German Min- 
ister of Propaganda and right-hand 
man to Chancellor Adolf Hitler, dur- 
ing Goebbels’ stay in Warsaw. 

The attack occurred as the Min- 
ister was descending a staircase. 
Two shots were fired from a group 
of men ‘who had waited some time 
for Pieracki to come from the 
building. The assassins escaped in 
the confusion which followed. A 
policeman who tried to hold one of. 
them was wounded. 

One of the bullets’-struck -the 
Minister in the head. He did rot /|° 
regain consciousness before he 
died. 

One theory held by the authori- 
ties is that the assassination was 
provoked by the arrest of a large 
number of Ukrainian terrorists yes- 
terday at Cracow and Lwow. Offi- 
cers who made a succession of raids 
seized a large supply of explosives 
and confiscated revolutionary lit- 
erature.

CHICAGO, June  15.—Paysoff 
Tinkoff, attorney and accountant, 
was convicted today by a jury in 
the court of Federal Judge Stone 
on two counts of an indictment 
charging him with aiding and abet- 
ting William J. Newman, 70-year- 
old wealthy excavator, in the eva- 
sion .of approximately $200,000 in in- 

come tax payments for 1928. 

‘The maximum possible sentence 
is five years in the penitentiary 
and a fine of $10,000 on each of the 
two counts.

In his defense, Tinkoff laid the 
entire blame on Newman. He 
charged that Newman had a secret 
fund of $500,000 out of which pay- 
ments were made to “certain public 
officials.” Newman has pleaded 
guilty of making a false return 
and today was fined $1000 and costs 
on each of two charges.

Substitute for Wagner 
Measure Runs Into Ob- 
jections — White House 
Conference With Senate 
Leader on Situation. 


By the Associated Press. 

PITTSBURGH, Pa., June 15.— 
William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, to- 
day proposed to the special conven- 
tion of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion of Iron, Steei and Tin Work- 
ers’ Union the appointment, by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt of a board of arbi- 
tration to handle all collective bar- 
gaining disputes in the steel indus- 


try. The convention was called to 
take final action on a proposed 
steel strike tentatively set for to- 
morrow to force recognition from 
the operators. 

Green termed his offer a “counter 
proposal” to the revised Wagner 
labor control bill submitted to Con- 
gress and the industry by President 
Roosevelt in a move to avert the 
strike, 

Green’s plea to the convention 
ended with these words: “I want 
to insist that you adopt this pro- 
posal.” 

Some union delegates later said 
they itnerpreted this statement as 
a possible ultimatum to the work- 
ers not to strike. The strike, if 
voted, according to previous de- 
cision, would go into effect tomor- 
row. 

Immediately after Green's address 
in which he submitted his plan, the 
convention went into executive ses- 
sion. 

Gist of Green’s Proposal. 

The gist of Green's plan is con- 
tained in four points: ’ 

1—An impartial board of three, 
appointed by the President, to ad- 
just all violations of code; to med- 
iate and concilate any dispute; to 
offer its services as arbitrator, and 
with authority to determine any 
matter of discrimination or dis- 
charge of any employe. 

2—Give the workers the right to 
organize freely, clothing the board 
with power to hold elections under 
its supervision.

Defense Chines’ With 1 
Character Witnesses — 
Accused Printing Chief 
Doesn’t Testify. 


VERDICT OVERRULED 


Effort to Show State Was. 
Not Defrauded as ‘Con- 
fidential Investigators’ 


‘Gave Service.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, June 15.— 


liamson, former Illinois State Su- 
perintendent of Printing, and -his 
former chief clerk, Miss Nelle A. 
Machin, will go to the jury in the 
jSangamon County Cireuit Court 
here, at the close of arguments to- 
day. 

The two defendants are charged 
with conspiracy to defraud the 
State by diverting its funds in con- 
nection with their participation in 
arrangements to pay $7050 in sal- 
aries to two “confidential investi- 
gators” on the payroll of Oscar E. 
Caristrom, former Republican At- 
torney-General. The investigators 
were on the payroll under names 
not their own. 


Defense counsel Arthur M. Fitz- 
gerald did not attempt to disprove 
that the two investigators received 
salaries of $150 a month. In arguing 
a motion for a directed verdict of 
not guilty, which was overruled by 
Judge Victor Hemphill, Fitzgerald 
said the State’s testimony failed to 
prove any intent of the defendants 
to conspire, and he contended the 
evidence showed the State was not 
defrauded, since services had been 
given by the investigators for their 
pay. 

Defendants Do Not Testify. 

The defendants did not testify. 
The defense closed its case with 11 
character witnesses, including pub- 
lic officials, professional men, busi- 
ness men and ministers of Spring- 
field, who testified to the good rep- 
utations of Williamson and Miss 
Machin. : 

grierschel Blazer, newspaper pub- 

lisher of Aledo, one of the “confi- 
dential investigators,” testified, he 
received $150 a month for three 
years beginning February, 1929. 
Pay warrants admitted into evi- 
dence showed he was on the payroll 
as “C. B. (Cora) Hetfield,” a sister 
of Miss Nellie Hatfield, a clerk in 
Williamson’s employ. 

Edward R. Petrie, also of Cari- 
strom’s*“home town” of Aledo and 
Republican leader of Mercer 
County, where Aledo is county seat, 
testified he received $150 monthly 
as investigator for a year. 

Evidence showed he succeeded 
Blazer and his pay warrant was 
issued under the name, “A. L. Jus- 
tin,” which the State contends is 
fictitious. He is a former State 
bank examiner. Both described 
themselves as life-long friends of 
Carlstrom, Blazer said Carlstrom 
lived “on the same street as I do, 
and I served 30 months in the war 
with him.” 


Caristrom Denies Conspiracy. 


Carlstronm had denied there was 
any conspiracy or intent to defraud, 
as did the two investigators. The 
former Attorney-General said he 
told Williamson to put Blazer on 
the payroll under the name of “C. 
B. Hatfield,” because his work was 
to be confidential and he did not 
want .it known’ Blazer or Petrie 
were connected with the Attorney- 
General's office. 


Pay warrants for Blazer were 
taken by messenger from the At-} 
torney-General’s office to William- 
son’s office, where they were given 
by Miss Machin to Nellie Hatfield, 
according to State witnesses, who 
took them home to be indorsed by 
her sister, Cora. Nellie Hatfield 
said that at’first she cashed them 
and put the cash on Miss Machin’s 
desk and later put the indorsed 
pay warrants on the chief clerk’s 
desk.” The arrangement was made 
by Williamson, she said, and she 
participated unwillingly. 

The ‘warrants for Petrie under 
the name “A. L.. Justin” were ex- 
changed for bank drafts in Petrie’s 
name, according to State witnesses, 
and the drafts for both investiga- 
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tors were returned by messenger 
to the Attorney-General’s office. 


As to Blazer’s Duties. 


Quéstioned,on his duties for the 
State -ompensation, Blazer; who is 
active in the Illinois Press Associa- 
tion of which Williamson is secre- 
tary, said he was “gathering infor- 
mation for Carlstrom,” checking 
editorials and news stories all over 
the state in connection with the 
work of Carlistrom and his staff, 
“determining public opinion.” He 
said he paid his own expenses and 
often took Carlstrom around the 
state in his own automobile. Blazer 
was unable to recall any particular 
subject of investigation during +he 
three years he was paid, but said 
his work “generally, was personal 
and confidential” inquiries for Carl- 
strom. 


“Carlstrom complimented me on 
my work,” he said. “It may sound 
egotistical, but I thought I was get- 
ting along fine. I know this, I al- 
ways was of the opinion I was un- 
derpaid.” 


Petrie said Carlstrom employed 
him to issist in the’ investigation 
,of banks, principally in Mercer 
County, during the financial crisis 
of 1932. He admitted he was act- 
ing as receiver or assistant receiver 
in other banks during the year he 
was on Caristrom’s payroll. 


Made Inquiry at Moline. 


One of his duties he said was 
an inquiry at the Moline State 
Trust & Savings Bank. which went 
into receivership,, and where the 
State Savings Bank of Aledo, of 
which Carlistrom is a director, had 
$40,000 on deposit. He said Carl- 
strom’s position as director had 
nothing to do with his inquiry. 
When he began employment as 
bank investigator, he told the State 
special prosecutors, John J.. Neiger 
and ~/alker Butler, eight of the 13 
banks in Mercer County werc closed 
and two others closed during the 
period of his employment. He said 
he was trying to determine for 
Caristrom what banks could . be 
kept open and those that might be 
reopened, 

Carlistrom had testified the ser- 
vices of both the investigators for 
the State were adequate for the 
pay they received, and denied the 
State was defrauded. 

The penalty on conviction is not 
more than $5000 fine and one to two 
years in prison or jail. .

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Saran AT DERMEN 10 VOTE 
ON TAX BILLS TODAY 


Passage of Mayor's Proposals 
to Meet $2,542,000 Deficit 
Appears Doubtful. 


The Board of Aldermen is sched- 
uled to vote today on four tax rev- 
enue measures introduced by May- 
or Dickmann to help meet an an- 
ticipated deficit of $2,542,000 in the 
sinking fund for bond retirement. 
Passage of the bills, which it has 


been estimated would yield the 
city about $1,800,000 a year when 
added to the liquor license taxes 
now in force, seems doubtful. It is 
believed that the 13 Republican 
members of the Board and at least 
three of the 16 Democrats are op- 
posed to them. 

Their defeat would be a severe 
blow to the city administration's 
plans to meet the sinking fund 
deficit and would also delay indef- 
initely the sale of the new $16,100,- 
000 bond issue for public improve- 
ments voted May 15. The Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment, at 
the instance of Comptroller Nolte, 
has decided tojhold up an ordi- 
nance authorizing’ the sale of these 
bonds, until the fate of the four 
tax measures is decided. 

Even if the tax bills do pass, the 
administration must find addition- 
al revenue to phy the interest and 
sinking fund charges for the new 
bonds since the four pending bills 
are designed fo provide money only 
for bonds now outstanding, most of 
them of the $87,352,500 issue of 
1923. 

Two of the four bills were ap- 
proved by the Legislation Commit- 
tee yesterday. One provides an in- 
crease in the city gasoline tax from 
half a cent to.a cent a gallon. The 
other increases the tax on mer- 
chants’ and manufacturers’ sales 
from $1 to $1.25 per $1000 and from 
28 to 67 cepts on each $100 worth 
of stock. The two Republican mem-

Lange of the Sixth Ward and Berg- 
mann of the Eighteenth, told their 
Democratic colleagues that they 
favored sending the bills to the 
floor of the board but reserved the 
right to vote against them. 

The other two bills, a proposed 
gallonage tax on 5 per cent. beer 
and hard liquor, and an inspection 
tax on 3.2 per cent beer, are sched- 
uled for approval today by the 
Public Safety Committee. Their 
passage by the entire board is un- 
certain, however. The gallonage 
tax was defeated in the last ses- 
sion, three Democrats—Aldermen 
Slay, Brown and Hennerich—join- 
ing with the 13 Republicans to vote 
it down. Slay, Brown and Hen- 
nerich have indicated they are still 
opposed to it. 

Joseph J. Hauser, secretary of 
the Brewers’ and Malters’ Union 
of St. Louis, announced last night 
that 34,200 cards signed by regis- 
tered voters protesting against the 
gallonage tax are to be presented 
to the board.

Vermont Only One to Express 
Dissatisfaction in Literary 
Digest Tabulation.

NEW YORK, June 15. — A ma- 
jority of “yes” answers in each of 
47 states is shown in the fifth 
weekly tabulation of the Literary 
Digest’s poll on the question, “Do

Farm Credit Administration has an- 
nounced that $131,381,000 in Federal! 
Land Bank 4% per cent bonds 
would be called on July 1 and re- 
placed with 4 per cent bonds, thus 
effecting a saving. The 12 Federal 
Land banks have provided funds for 
retiring the bonds. 

At the same time a new 4 per 
cent issue of consolidated Federal 
Land Bank bonds will be offered 
at a premium by seven bond firms 
in New York, Boston and Balti- 
more. They will mature in 12 years 
and will be called in 10 years. They 
will carry the same tax exemption 
as the called bonds. 

A saving of approximately $985,- 
000 per year in interest payments 
by the Government was predicted. 
The bonds called were $43,284,360 
dated July 1, 1923, and due July 1, 
1953; $55,789,200 dated Jan. 1, 1924, 
due Jan. 1, 1954, and $32,308,280 
dated July 1 1924, due July 1, 1954.

CHILDREN'S BUREAU 


Woman in Federal Post 13 
Years, to Become Profes- 
sor at Chicago U. 


By the Associated Presa. 

WASHINGTON, June 15. — Miss 
Grace Abbott, for 13 years chief of 
the Children’s Bureau and a Fed- 
eral child welfare worker under 


five Presidents, has announced her 
resignation, effective July 1. 
She will go to the University of 
Chicago as professor of public wel- 
fare administration—back to the 
city where, at Hull House, she 
started her career. She will be 
fellow faculty member with her sis- 
ter, Miss Edith Abbott, dean of the 
graduate school of social service 
administration. She will also edit 
the Social Service Review. 
Miss Abbott yesterday said good- 
by to her staff, and called them 
“courageous, forward-looking, al- 
ways in the front line in standing 
up for the children.” She left to- 
day tor Grand Island, Neb., where 
her father is seriously ill. 
Proposed for Cabinet Post. 
A poll conducted in 1931 by a 
woman's magazine placed her 
among America’s 12 most distin- 
guished women for her efforts 
against infant and maternal mortal- 
ity; child labor; juvenile delinquen- 
cy. In the last administration, she 
was proposed for Secretary of La- 
bor 


In resigning, Miss Abbott said: 
“One of the great satisfactions 
which has come to me during my 
service in the Children’s Bureau has 
been the appointment of my old 
friend, Miss Frances Perkins, as 
Secretary of Labor. 

“It is with confidence that the 
work of the Children's Bureau will 
have the most sympathetic under- 
standing and support that I now 
leave to resume an academic ca- 
reer.” 

Named Bureau Chief by Harding. 
Under President Wilson, Miss Ab- 
bott came to the capital to admin- 
ister the child labor law. It was 
deciared unconstitutional, but she 
remained as secretary of the Child 
Welfare Conference conducting a 
children's year campaign. 
President Harding appointed her 
Children’s Bureau chief in 1921, a 
position she had held under suc- 
ceeding chief executives. 
Nebraska-born, Miss Abbott fin- 
ished at the university of her State, 
got her master’s degree in politica! 
science and studied law in the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. She entered 
on a public career when Gov. Frank 
Lowden made her executive secre- 
tary of the Illinois Immigrant Com- 
mission.

NEW YORK, June 15.—Heavy 
Treasury expenditur.:; of deposit 
balances and free gold sent the ex- 
cess funds of Federal Reserve mem- 
ber banks to a new peak on 
Wednesday, this week's Federal Re- 
serve statement: reveal. Total re- 
serve balances of member banks 
rose to a new high mark at $3,- 
| 895,108,000, or about $1,800,000,000 
above the amount needed for legal 
deposit reserve. - 

The Treasury spent about $51,- 
000,000 of its free gold stocks by is- 
suing gold certificates to the Re- 
serve banks and using the proceeds 
for general purposes. In addition, 
the Treasury drew down its cash 
balances at the Reserve banks by 
a further $28,000,000. The disburse- 
ment of these funds increased the 
balances of commercial banks by 
creating new private deposits to 
that amount. 

Increase ‘of $30,000,000 in the mon- 
etary gold stocks of the country 
was another factor in adding to 
bank seserves, while a decrease of 
$29,000,000 in money in circulation 
added still more to the inflow of 
cash.

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HOUSING PROJECT DIRECTOR 
SAYS SITE WAS A BARGAIN 


Purchase Price of Neighborhood 
Gardens Block Was 80 
Cents a Square Foot. 

A Federal inquiry into the price 
paid for land for the site of Neigh- 
borhood Gardens will show that the 
land was bought at a bargain, J, A. 
Wolf, director of the Gardens, said 
today. The Gardens slum clearance 
housing plan is under contract. 

The purchase price of the site, 
the city block bounded by Seventh, 
Eighth, Biddle and O’Fallon streets, 
109,000 square feet, was $87,500, or 
a little more than 80 cents a square 
foot, Wolf said. The purchase was 
made direct, with no commissions 
paid. 

The Seventh-Biddle tract was 
bought from a single owner, who 
was willing to sell at a low per- 
foot, price to dispose of the whole 
tract at once. Inquiry at other lo- 
cations, Wolf said, showed that a 
tract of that size could not be as- 
sembled for less than $1 to $1.25 a 
square foot. 

As told yesterday, Secretary 


Ickes, PWA administrator, has or- 
dered an investigation into the 
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transactions of the housing division 
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of PWA, to learn whether land val- 
ues for the housing projects had 
been watered or inflated. The in- 
quiry is to cover the 11 allotments, 
including that to the St. Louis en- 
terprise.

Federal Trade Investigator 
Tells How Electric Bond 
& Share Continued to 
Pay Dividends. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 15.—A Fed- 
eral Trade Commission investigator 
testified yesterday that the Elec- 
tric Bond & Share Co. so altered 
its bookkeeping methods in 1931 
and 1932 that what would have 
been deficits in each year had 
there been no change, were turned 
into profits on the books of the 
company. 

Leclaire Hoover, commission ac- 
countant, said profits from stock 
sales had been included in earn- 


ings for many years up to 1931, but 
when those stock sales turned into 
losses in 1931 and 1932 they were 
not deducted from earnings, by the 
same method the profits were add- 
ed. 

Instead, he said, they were de- 
ducted from surplus so earnings, 
from which dividends to stockhold- 
ers are paid, were maintained at a 
relatively high rate. Hoover gave no 
explanation for the change of book- 
keeping method. 

Dr.-Thomas W. Mitchell, commis- 
sion economist, -testifying on a pool 
participated in by Bond. & Share’s 
officers and employes, said there 
was a prospect, which did not de- 
velop, that they might have got 
stock worth $100 or more for only 
$4 a share. 

The plan provided that the of- 
ficers and employes subscribe to the 
company’s stock for $40 a share by 
a cash payment of 10 per cent or 
$4. The stock was priced on the 
market for $130 at the time—in 
1929. The plan did not_permit them 
to sell the stock for seven and one- 
half years, but any dividends in 
the form of stock or cash, could be 
used to pay the balance, they owed, 

Mitchell estimated that such div- 
idends, had they continued at the 
1929 level, would have paid off the 
balance of $36 a share in four and 
one-quarter years. 

Hoover testified in regard 
bookkeeping practices the com- 
pany’s net income in 1931 was 
shown by the company at $25,050,- 
084,, but it would have been $16,- 
452,364 had the loss from sales of 
securities been deducted, as profits 

previously had been added. 

In 1932, he said, the net income 
would have been $8,131,093 instead 
of the $13,566,666 shown by the 
books.

Henry Hor- 
ner’s recent personal appeal to Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Wallace, a 
total] of $500,000 in Federal grants 
has been approved to provide live- 
stock feed and seed for stricken 
farmers in the 31 counties original- 
ly designated by Washington au- 
thorities. This is far short, how- 
ever, for the total needs of the 
State, it was said. " 
J. H. Lioyd, assistant director o 
Agriculture and drouth relief ad- 


he was awaiting official word from 
Washington regarding distribution 
of the anticipated $100,000,000 ap- 
propriation for developing loan 
phases of the Federal drouth relief 
program. Lloyd also estimated that 
approximately $4,000,000 is required 
for grants and loans to Illinois 
farmers who have no means of ob- 
tainin glivestock feeds and seeds 
for the month of June alone. 
Purchase of 55,000 bushels of soy 
beans for feed and seed has been 
completed, Mr. Lloyd said. These 
supplies are ready to go forward 
to farmers in the 57 counties from 
concentration points in Blooming- 
ton, Decatur, Chicago and St. Lous. 
Shipments will be made as rapidly 
as State drouth relief representa- 
tives stationed in the various coun- 
ties present requests and estimates 
of needed amounts.

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MILK IS MUNICIPAL 
MONOPOLY IN ROME 


Modern Plant and Use of Bot- 
tles Have Displaced Men 
With Carts. 


~ 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, June 15.—Wine is giving 
way to milk on the tables of the 
Romans owing to the development 
of the finest milk plant in Europe 
and one of the best in the world, 
as Dr. Robert Stanley Breed, milk 
bacteriologist of Geneva, N. Y., 
characterized it recently while in 


this city. 

Similar establisments are operat- 
ing in Milan and Naples. The Rome 
plant is a municipal monopoly op- 
erated by a consortium of 681 milk 
producers under contract with the 
Governor of Rome. It is not sub- 
ject to the law of supply and de- 
mand but sets its price in agree- 
ment with the Governor so as to 
give the producers a fair return on 
their investment and work. It takes 
care of the collection of the milk 
from the producer, the pasteuriza- 
tion, bottling and distribution to 
the dealers who deliver to the con- 
sumer at fixed prices. It gathers 
milk exclusively from dairy farms 
built on the reclaimed swampland 
around Rome. 

American tourists who stopped in 
Rome several years ago saw little 
hand-propelled milk carts trundleda 
about the streets of the capital by 
municipal employes. The milkman 
carried a high-pitched crescent 
horn. Every 50 feet he would stop 
and blow it. Windows opened. 
Down came buckets on strings, 
with a few copper coins in the bot- 
tom of the bucket. The milkman 
ladied into them the milk called for 
by the coppers. 

Modern Plant. 

All that is gone. The “Milk Cen- 
tral.” as it is called, began to rise. 
The most modern machinery was 
installed, the most hygienic meth- 
ods employed. Inspectors were sent 
out to instruct milk producers in 
the latest scientific methods. Sys- 
tems of check-up on the good or 
bad performance of the farmers 
were started. 

Residents of Rome then for the 
first time made the acquaintance of 
milk bottles. A trip through the 
milk plant today shows 500 em- 
ployes, mostly girls, handling the 
various processes. 

The sanitary and bacteriological 
control is rigid. Form letters are 
sent out if the milk comes in with 
sediment in the cans, if it is defi- 
cient in fat content, if it contains 
too many germs, if it shows that 
the cows are ill. Three offenses 
pass with warnings, the fourth 
brings a fine, and successive of- 
fenses may bring suspension. 

115 Cents a Quart. 

The total cost of handling .the 
milk,. including the amortization of 
the plant capital in 15 years, is 21 
centesimi, or about two cents a 
quart. Dr. Breed said this was a 
remarkably low figure. Milk sells 
in Rome for 1.30 lire, or about 11.5 
cents a quart. The immediate ef- 
fect of the Milk Central has been 
a decided increase in consumption. 
Residents are turning from their 
table wine to milk. 

In 1930 cows supplying Rome 
numbered 16,000. In February of 
this year there were 23,375. Con- 
sumption in the metropolitan area 
the year before the Milk Central 
went into operation was 118,061 
quarts a day. In the first six months 
of the fiscal year 1933-34 this rose 
to 133,200 quarts. 

This figure, however, is still low 
when one considers that the popu- 
lation of Rome is 1,050,000. 

The progress realized in Rome is 
reflected in other Italian cities. 
Milan has a Milk Central, and in 
that city the consumption is higher | 
than in the capital.

WITH HARVARD DEGREE 


Who Is on Way Back for 
Class Reunion. 


By the Associated Press. 
CAMBRIDGE, Mass., June 15.— 


When Ernst F. Sedgwick Hanf- 
staengl was pulling an oar on the 
freshman crew, leading cheers and 
writing college operettas, nobody 
dreamed his return to a Harvard 
class reunion some 25 years later 
would be an international incident. 


That was long before Adolf Hit- 

ler rose to prominence in Germany. 
Hanfstaengl is an intimate of the 
Nazi chancellor and is liaison offi- 
cer between the German govern- 
ment and the British and American 
press. 
About three months ago, Dr. El- 
liott C. Cutler, chief marshal for 
the 1909 class reunion, invited him 
to act as an aid in the ceremony. 
Hanfstaengl accepted and was quot- 
ed as looking forward “with the 
greatest anticipation” to meeting 
his«old schoolmates on the banks 
of the Charles river. 

Clash Over Proposed Visit. — 
About that time Chancellor Hit- 
ler’s treatment of German Jews 
was the subject of protest rallies in 
America, and the disapproval of 
Nazi policies ‘boiled over on Hanf- 
staengl and Harvard. Dr. Cutler 
said Harvavrd university was not 
responsible for the idea; that it was 
his own. And he spoke pointedly 
of Harvard’s faith in “the rights 
of free speech and the toleration of 
all beliefs... .” 

Meanwhile Hitler’s associate 
changed his mind and announced 
it was unlikely that he could make 
the trip from Berlin to Cambridge. 
He said he was “flabbergasted” at 
the stir he had raised in America. 
Another aid was chosen in his place. 
Then, some weeks later, he re- 


to Harvard’s account to be known 
as “The Dr. Hantstaengl Scholar- 


Cambridge. 
Friends’ Description of Him. 

Friends who saw Hanfstaengl in 
New York about three years ago de- 
scribe him as “hale-fellow-well 
met;” a witty conversationalist, a 
big man with black hair and one 
not disposed to taik politics. 

After his graduation from Har- 
vard, Hanfstaengl—or “Hanfy,” as 
he is nicknamed—went to New 
York, joined the Harvard Club and 
opened an art shop. It is reported 
that most of his fellow club mem- 
bers were sympathetic to the Allies 
when war broke out and Hanf- 
staengl, after making some uncom- 
plimentary remarks about the Al- 
lies, resigned in 1916. He returned 
to Germany about 1920. 

In 1923 a fairly well-known lead- 
er of the Fascists in Bavaria was 
seized by Reichswehr troops in 
Hanfstaengl’s villa near Munich. 
The man was Adolf Hitler. 

Hanfstaengl says his interest in 
politics was born in Harvard, where 
he read for the first time a copy 
of the German Constitution. 

His wife, the former Helen Nie- 
mayer, whose parents lived in New 
York, and his mother’s family were 
Americans.

‘relief demonstrations” which have 
perplexed Montgomery County au- 
thorities.

Says Arrests Were Helpful. 

Hall, who emphasized that “bona 
fide conspiracies: existed,” said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter today that 
the arrests, two weeks ago, had the 
_effect of “quieting down” condi- 
tions in the county. He described 
some of the demonstrations, most 
of them a rural adaptation of the 
Communistic demonstrations for 
“unemployed relief” which have oc- 
curred at City Hall in St. Louis, 
aplaining they had disrupted law 
and order. 

Bail on the charge of conspiracy 
i overthrow the Government, 
assed on the “treason code” of 
llincis, passed in 1919, was fixed 
at $5000 each, while $3000 addi- 
tional is demanded of each prisoner 
for release on the other conspiracy 
charge. All except on? waived pre- 
liminary hearing and the hearing 
for that ohe resulted in his being 
held with the others. 

Prisoners’ Side of It. f 

Those under arrest, regarded by 
county authorities as the “ringlead- 
irs in the disorders,” asserted to- 
day to a Post-Dispatch reporter, who 
taw them in jail, that they were 
‘legally detained” and asserted 
they exercised only lawful means 
‘in appealing for relief to which we 
were entitled.” 

The two professional organizers, 
both from Chicago, are Jan Witten- 
ber, 30 years old, Southern Illinois 
organizer for International Labor 
Defénse—a Communistic. organiza- 
ytion on which ti2 prisoners pin 
their hopes for release—and John 
Adams, a 26-year-old professional 
Communist speaker.

In Nokomis, aceording to State’s 
Attorney Hall, a “mob,” led by some 
of the prisoners, forced the coun- 
cil to reconvenc a session and re- 
scind a similar resolution. Citi- 
zens, including members of the 
American Legion, he said, had or- 
ganized a Vigilante Committee, “in 
case the demonstrators return.” 
The State's Attorney said lead- 
ers of the Unemployed Councils 
had urged the abolition of the food 
lists prescribed by the State Com- 
mission and had picketed the homes 
of. four of the members of the 
Montgomery County relief board. 
Then, after the City Council can- 
celed permits for meetings and pa- 
rades, they “held a parade anyway.” 
About “390 or 400 men and wo- 
men” participated in this demon- 
stration,: held about three weeks 
ago, he said, after the issuance of 
the Mayor’s proclamation. Three 
persons were arrested by city police 
for disorderly conduct, but on the 
day of the trial, he said, “the mob 
appeared on the courthouse lawn. 
“At first they were quiet and 
orderly enough,” State’s Attorney 
Hall said, “but then they couldn’t 
stand it any longer and the ring- 
leaders began to make speeches.” 


Tear Gas Used. 


Authorities ‘threw a tear gas 
bomb, the State’s Attorney related, 
and the mob fell back to the street. 
Several were arrested, he recalled, 
and released the same day, Sheriff 
Saathoff ordering them to get out 
of town in 10 minutes. The crowd 
disappeared in trucks, assembling 
at Taylor Springs, a mile south. 
They threatened to return, the 
State’s Attorney said, but did not 
do so.

“Muste denied that when I 
talked to him,” State’s Attorney 
Hall said, “and pretty soon he be- 
gan inquiring about making a 
speech at Hillsboro. I told him it 
wouldn’t be advisable but did not 
refuse permission. He took the 
hint.”

”! claimed any desire to be assisted by 


Muste, whose party partakes of ele- 
ments of Communism and Social- 
ism without being affiliated with 
either party. Most of their senti- 
ments were formulated by the two 
Chicago Communists, the Montgom- 
ery County men adding that relief 
allotments were less than the mini- 
mum allowed in other parts of the 
State. 

Then they resumed a _ pinochle 
game, interrupted by the first call- 
ers, with the exception of relatives, 
they have been permitted to see 
and the first to talk to them inside 
their cells. 


Hilinois Treason Code Has Been Up- 
held by State Supreme Court. 


The Illinois statute under which 
the charges were brought against 
the 11 prisoners at Hillsboro and 
also against Muste at Belleville 
makes it a felony for anyone open- 
ly to advocate, by word of mouth 
or writing, the reformation or over- 
throw of the Government by vio- 
lence or other unlawful means, and 
provides a penalty of imprisonment 
ranging from one to. 10 years. 

The California act under which 
Miss Charlotte Anita Whitney was 
convicted in 1920 makes criminal 
syndicalism a felony punishable by 


ism as any doctrine advocating the 
commission of crime, sabotage or 
unlawful methods of terrorism to 
accomplish a change in industrial 
e~ntrol or effecting any political 
change. It applies to anyone (1) 
advocating criminal syndicalism by 
spoken or written words; (2) at- 
tempting to justify criminal syn- 
dicalism; (3) printing or publishing 
anything advocating criminal syn- 
dicalism; (4) organizing or becom- 
ing a member of any association 
advocating criminal syndicalism; 
(5) practicing any act advised by 
the doctrine. 

The Illinois law was passed June 
28, 1919, and the California law on 
April 30, 1919. The MIllinois law, 
known as the treason code, also 
makes it uhlawfut to publish any- 
thing advocating overthrow of gov- 
ernment, to organize or join any so- 
ciety advocating overthrow, or to 
attend any meeting where over- 
throw is advocated. It has been 
held constitutional by the Illinois 
Supreme Court. 


U. S. Supreme Court Ruling Up- 
holding California Act. 

The California law was sustained 
by the United States Supreme Court 
in 1927, and the conviction of Miss 
Whitney was upheld. The Supreme 
Court held that the constitutional 
guarantee of free speech did not 
permit open advocacy of syndicalis- 
tic doctrines. (Miss Whitney was 
immediately pardoned by the Gov- 
ernor of California.) 

Justices Holmes and Brandeis 
concurred in a separate opinion 
written by Justice Brandeis in 
which it was pointed out, first, that 
although the rights of free speech 
and assembly are fundamental, they 
are not in their nature absolute, be- 
ing subject in their exercise to re- 
striction if the particular restric- 
tion is required in order to protect 
the State from destruction or from 
serious injury, “political, economic 
or moral;” and, second, that, how- 
ever, mere fear of serious injury 
to the State cannot alone justify 
suppression of free speech and as- 
sembly, but there must be “reason- 
able ground to fear that serious 
evil will result if free speech is 
practiced and there must be reason- 


danger is imminent.” 
The Brandeis opinion contains the 


imprisonment of from one to 14 
years. It defines criminal syndical- 


following sentences: “The fact that 
speech is likely to result in some 
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able ground to believe that such/ 


violence or in destruction of prop- 
erty is not enough to justify its 
suppression, ... The deterrents or- 
dinarily to be applied to prevent 
crime are education and  punish- 
ment for violations of the law, not 
abridgment of the rights of free 
speech and assembly. 

“Whether in 1919, when Miss 
Whitney did the things complained 
of, there was in California such 
clear and present danger of serious 
evil might have been made the im- 
portant issue in the case. She might 
have required that the issue be de- 
termined either by the court or the 
jury. She claimed below that the 
statute as applied to her violated 
the Federal Constitution, but she 
did not claim that it (the statute) 
was void because there was no clear 
and present danger of serious evil, 
nor did she request that the exis- 
tence of these conditions of a valid 
measure thus restricting the rights 
of free speech and assembly be 
passed upon by the court or the 
jury.” 

Thus, in the view of the Brandeis 
opinion, a defendant admitting the 
constitutionality of a State law re- 
stricting free speech or assembly 
may raise the question whether the 
State’s exercise of that arbitrary 
power was reasonable and necessi- 
tated by imminent danger to the 
State.

RAIL PENSION BILL 
PASSED BY HOUSE: 
10 CONFERENCE 


Measure Provides for Pay- 
ments by Employes and 
Companies- Into Retire- 
ment Fund. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 15.—The 
Crosser bill to provide pensions for 
railway employes was passed to- 
day by the House. The measure 
was sent to a conference commit- 
tee to adjust differences between 
that and a similar bill passed by 
the Senate. 

The House bill places,a limit of 
$100 a month for retired railroad 
workers over 65 years of age with 
30 years’ of service. 

The measure creates a railroad re- 
tirement board of three to admin- 
ister an initial $90,000,000 fund, $30,- 
000,000 of which is to come. from 


‘| the workers and $60,000,00 from the 


railroads. 
The Senate last night passed the 


| Hatfield-Wagner bill for a nation- 


wide retirement system for railway 
employes under the supervision of 
a three-man board appointed by the 
President. 

Employes would be retired at the 
age of 65° or on a reduced scale 
at an earlier age on.completion of 
30 years of service. The pension 
fund would be supported by con- 
tributions of 2 per cent of the em- 
ployes’ wages and twice that much 
by the roads. 

Senator Wagner (Dem,.) of New 
York, co-author of the bill, said 
it would “blaze the way for full 
treatment of the problem of old age 
security which hes been met in 
every other great industrial coun- 
try and which there is no reason 
or excuse for neglecting in our 
own.” 

The vote on the bill was 65 to 0. 

An amendment offered by Met- 
calf (Rep.), of Rhode Island, 
which would have barred rail union 
business officials from participa- 
tion in the plan, was defeated. The 
bill as passed includes any repre- 
sentative of an employe organiza- 
tion that left railroad employment 
to take up such a position. 

The railroads, Wagner said, with 
a “relatively highly paid class of 
workmen,” are particularly adapt- 
able to a “laboratory experiment” 
of this kind. Davis (Rep.), of 
Pennsylvania, said the legislation 
presented a “reasonable and valu- 
able approach” to the problem of 
old age security. 

Metcalf offered a resolution to 
extend the provisions of the meas- 
ure to all common carriers com- 
peting with railroads, but on the 
objection of Wagner he _ with- 
drew it. 

Wagner estimated that on the 
basis of present payrolls the an- 
nual joint contribution by employ- 
ers and employe would produce 
about $90,000,000, whereas he esti- 
mated that the probable maximum 
retirement the first year would not 
exceed 50,000 employes with total 
payments of $50,000,000. 

The first two years of operation 
of the plan would be looked on 
as experimental. At the end of 
that time the board would be 
charged with recommending legis- 
lation based on its findings from 
actual operations. 

Metcalf asked that the legisla- 
tion be deferred until a survey now 
being made by Joseph B. Bastman, 
railroad co-ordinator, was com- 
pleted, and read telegrams from 
railroad presidents contending it 
would add heavily to their ex- 
penses. 

Sponsors of the bill estimate the 
average wage of $1667 annually for 
railroad labor will result in an 


average pension of $83.33 a month. 
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ATLER, MUSSOLIN 
DISCUSS ARMS BUT 
REACH NO ACCORD 


Germany Not Going Back 
to Geneva Despite: Pres- 
ent Talks, It Is Pointed 
Out at Venice. 


By the Associated Press. | 
VENICE, June 15.—Germany will 


not return to the Geneva disarm- 
ament conference despite conversa- 
tions between Chancellor Hitler and 
Premier Mussolini of Italy, German 
correspondents were told at a press 
conference this afternoon. 

The conference, to which only 
German newspaper men were ad- 
mitted, took place immediately after 
Hitler’s return from his second 
meeting with Mussolini. 


The correspondents were told no 
accord would be signed as a result 
of the meeting, although the pre- 
miers found themselves in agree- 
ment on many points. 

Nothing was decided with refer- 
ence to disarmament, it was said, 
although diplomatic conversations 
between Germany and Italy on this 
subject will continue. 

No Step Toward Bloc. 

With reference to a possible Ital- 
ian-German bloc to offset French 
and Russian blocs, correspondents 
were told no such &tep was being 
planned. The German newspaper 
men were told that the chief value 
of the meetings was to establish a 
personal contact which the chiefs of 
the two nations think will be valu- 
able in the future. 

The conversation between Hitler 
and Mussolini began immediately 
after a luncheon at the golf club 
on the Lido. Again, as yesterday, 
they were alone as they conversed. 
They talked in German. 

Well-informed Italians represent- 
ed themselves as greafly disappoint- 
ed with yesterday’s conversation be- 
tween the two leaders on the ground 
that Hitler had proved himself still 
a visionary while Mussolini, essen- 
tially a realist, wanted to get down 
to cases immediately. Today’s dis- 
cussion was more concrete. 

Although Mussolini kept Hitler 
waiting 10 minutes for a review this 
morning, Hitler more than evened 
up the score in the afternon, for 
he kept Mussolini waiting 20 min- 
utes for a luncheon given by Ful- 
vio Suvich, Undersecretary for 
Foreign. Affairs. 

Entire Hotel for Mussolini. 

Mussolini is occupying, all to 
himself, the biggest hotel at the 
Lido which is also the largest hotel 
in all Italy. Although it is just 
opening for the summer season, it 
has refused to admit other guests 
during his stay. 

Hitler and Mussolini met early 
this morning at the Piazza San 
Marco, where 15,000 Fascist troops 
passed in review. 

At the conclusion of the parade 
Mussolini and Hitler were caught 
in the rush of a huge crowd which 
pressed forward to see the dic- 
tators. Fascist troops had to force 
a way through the crush for them. 

Hitler returned to his hotel -to 
receive members of the German 
colony. Afterward he visited the 
biennial art exhibition and went 
with Mussolini to Lido Island for 
a luncheon, 

Hitler expects to return tomorrow 
to Berlin, 


HOUSE COMMITTEE 
REJECTS MEASURE 
FOR OIL CONTROL 


Turns Down. Administra- 
tion Bill by 12 to 5~ 
Fight Put Off Until Next 
Session. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 15—The 
administration’s program for oil 
production control legislation at 
this session was rejected by the 
House Commerce Committee yes- 
terday by a 12 to 5 vote. 

The committee recommended, in- 
stead, the appointment of a sub- 
committee to report to the next 
Congress on the need for legisla- 
tion. 

Representative Disney (Dem.), 
Oklahoma, author of the bill, after 
a talk with President Roosevelt to- 
day, said that the fight for its en- 
actment would be put off until next 
session. 

Chairman Rayburn placed the 
issue before its committee only 
after a personal request from Presi- 
dent Roosevelt for action. Previ- 
ously, Rayburn had said nothing 
would be done, barring request 
from the President. 

Secretary of the Interior Ickes, 
oil administrator, said a “very dan- 
gerous situation” had been created, 
and that there were no national 
means now to prevent illegal pro- 
duction of oil. 

Enforcement Difficult. 

“Of course, we will do the best 
we can with the powers we have 
to prevent running of hot oil and 
keep production down to allow- 
ables,” he said. “But in view of the 
disposition in some of the courts 
to enjoin us, it makes it very diffi- 
cult.” 

The Disney bill would have grant- 
ed to the administrator authority 
to restrict production nationally 
and within the states, and to bar 
from commerce petroleum pro- 
duced in excess of his quotas. 

The opposition to the bill, based 
largely on contentions it would lead 
to dictatorship of the industry, was 
backed by the major companies.

OUR editorial on the corporate bank- 

ruptcy law paints a picture of a debt- 
ridden nation, and quotes the opinion of 
certain economists to the effect that the 
New Deal program of domestic debt can- 
cellation ' one of the most hopeful ways 
of reviving business. 

Reference is made to municipalities 
which have over-borrowed (and probably 
wasted) vast sums, and now are afforded 
a means of partial, but legal, repudiation. 

We see a great procession of unlucky 
borrowers, unwise borrowers, improvident 
borrowers and the sellers of holding 
company securities and the like, who 
were crooked borrowers. 

We are told that “if the machinery now 
installed by the New Deal for orderly 
debt liquidation does not work, stronger 
measures are likely to be championed, 
not only by distressed farmers but by in- 
telligent corporation leaders.” a 

Where did all these borrowed dollars 
come from? In the last analysis, the 
only dollars available for borrowing are 
those earned and saved by someone. 

The reservoir from which these vast 
borrowed sums came was created by the 
several millions of thrifty Americans who 
worked, sacrificed and saved in order to 
accumulate small surpluses. Often they 
sacrificed that others might waste. These 
surpluses were lent (invested seems the 
wrong term) individually through the 
purchase of securities and mortgages, 
and collectively through banks and in- 
surance companies. 

What has happened to the money thus 
saved by the sacrifices of millions of 
Americans is a sad story. Now comes the 
New Deal and proposes to transfer the 
losses of the last riotous decade back to 
the very people who saved the money out 
of their earnings. They are told, “You 
must voluntarily accept in return for 
your lent savings, fewer dollars and they 
are to be depreciated dollars”—or else. 

The very foundation of any nation that 
can survive is a.citizenship that is indus- 
trious, saving and not wasteful. In view 
of what is happening today, I ask you,

Industry is crushed, mills are idle, jabor 
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_ GERMANY’S MORATORIUM. | 
The German moratorium on the Young and Dawes 
plan loans, and the suspension of payments on pri- 
vate foreign loans, indicate the desperate state of eco- 
nomic affairs in the Reich. Conditions were bad 
under the Republic, but the Nazis have failed to 
better matters. In the face of reviving world trade, 
German exports, which averaged 478,000,000 marks 
a month in 1932, fell to 325,000,000 marks in the 
first four months of 1934. This may be attributed 
largely to the boycott of German goods in many 
countries, in protest against the Nazi Government's 
repressive tactics. Meanwhile, despite severe restric- 
tions on imports, the trade balance remains un- 
favorable. : 
_Germany’s plight may be traced directly to the 
overwhelming reparation demands imposed by the 
victorious Allies. Were it not for this heavy drain- 
age in the post-war years, Germany might now be 
in position to continue her payments on private 
loans, and Hitler might never have won his-.way 
to power. Despite the Nazi propaganda that all 
foreign loans were used to pay reparations, this is 
not the case, although inability to pay is attributable 
to the war tributes. Large loans for German inter- 
nal improvements were floated in foreign countries. 
Private investors in America and other countries 
thus are paying for the Allies’ greed in the matter 
of reparations. These investors doubtless concur 


German press, with Hitler’s approval, against “inter- 
national finance capital and loans,” and probably 
wish it had come sooner. Meanwhile, we have the 
spectacle of Germany spending large amounts on 
armaments and on propaganda abroad, while sus- 
pending payment of her debts. 

The final test of a dictator is his ability to im- 
prove his country’s economic condition. Hitler’s task 
was terrific, in view of the previous sacrifices of 
his*country, yet he did not hesitate to include eco- 
nomic ‘salvation in his claims. Reparation pay- 
ments ended before he came into power, and he had 
spoken optimistically on payment of commercial 
debts. The present outcome leaves him considerably 
less a super-man than he had boasted. 
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. A SCULPTOR’S SOUND ADVICE. 

Lorado Taft, who has given our generation some 
of its finest American sculpture, including the un- 
forgettable figure of Black Hawk at Starved Rock, 
offers St. Louis sound advice in regard to the Me- 
morial Plaza. Every care must be taken to prevent 
the intrusion of the cheap and tawdry. That the 
Plaza Commission will be on guard as the remaining 
public buildings are erected goes without saying. 
It is the non-public buildings which will be going 
up in the vicinity of the civic center which will need 
to be watched. The architectural profession doubt- 
less appreciates its obligation in this connection, but 
the counsel of the best architects is all too often 
overruled by those who pay for buildings. What St. 
Louis should have is an ordinance doing for the Me- 
morial Plaza what legislation sponsored by Senator 
Shipstead of Minnesota does for the national capital. 
In Washington, the design of private buildings front- 
ing on public open spaces is subject to the approval 
of the Federal Fine Arts Commission. The Board of 
Aldermen could not do better than to establish such 
an authority to protect the Memorial Plaza in the 
same fashion. 
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CURBING THE MACHINE GUN. 

' The bill to control traffic in machine guns and 
sawed-off shotguns, part of the administration’s anti- 
crime program, has been passed by the House and is 
virtually assured of approval in the Senate. It is a 
long-belated action. In fact, it has come so late that 
it is almost a case of locking the stable after the 
horse has been stolen. For the underworld’s armory 
is so well supplied with the murderous machine gun 
that its use in bank raids, kidnapings, prison breaks 
and killings has become almost a commonplace, and 
the present supply is good for many more depreda- 
tions. 

The favorite underworld weapon, for its efficiency, 

lightness and ease in obtaining ammunition, is the 
Thompson sub-machine gun. Designed for World 
War use, fulfillment of the contract was continued 
after the war ended, and some 6000 weapons have 
been sold in the last 12 years. Although the manu- 
facturers used commendable caution in making sales, 
fully 600 weapons have fallen into underworld hands, 
according to Edgar Sisson, writing in Today. .The 
new measure’s provision for licensing manufacturers, 
importers and dealers, taking purchasers’ finger- 
prints and recording all guns moving in interstate 
commerce should effectively stop the leakage, with- 
out interfering with purehases by banks and law 
enforcement agencies. Yet the reservoir of guns al- 
ready diverted into the underworld remains to plague 
the authorities. 
Though New York and some other states regulate 
traffic in machine guns, the Federal law should have 
been passed a dozen years ago. Some of the lost 
ground may be recovered by its enactment now, 
though the problem has been aggravated by neglect. 
And. while domestic disarmament is proceeding, why 
not better protection for guns now owned by police 
departments? The Dillinger gang has specialized in 
capturing machine guns in raids on police stations, 
and many times has turned the weapons of law en- 
forcement on the law enforcers themselves. 
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ON THE CHIGGER.

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A VICIOUS JUDICIAL SYSTEM. 


— 


Nothing illustrates better the vicious judicial sys- 


tem under which we operate than its failure to bring 
to trial two St. Louis lawyers indicted more than a 
year ago on the charge of corrupting a juror in a kid- 
naping case. 

This is an immensely serious allegation, one strik- 
ing at the roots of our criminal jurisprudence. It is 
not to say that the accused men are guilty to assert 
that neither they nor society can afford to have such 
an accusation hang on endlessly. 

Yet these cases have dragged on in the courts and 
are only now being set for trial next Monday. Pre- 
sumably, the usual artifices will be employed to get 
them continued again. It is this unfailing game of 
delay that at last makes justice a mockery in the 
United States. In nations where the law is supreme, 
courts would not think of tolerating the 
which criminal cases in the United States are strung 
out, sometimes over a period of years. There is 
nothing illegal in these delays. They bear the sanc- 
tion of a judicial system which is everywhere betray- 
ing society into the hands of crime and corruption. 

The legal profession has a great responsibility in 
this situation. It must purify its own ranks of that 
malpractice which seeks to cheat justice and break 
down the safeguards which should surround life and 
property. The local bar association, which is making 
an admirable record in this respect, has great pow- 
er to aid reform. It can not only bring about the 
disbarment of those who prostitute the profession. 
It can also use its influence to bring about changes 
in the criminal procedure, to stop endless continu- 
ances and simplify the rules of procedure. The need 
for such changes is widely recognized. It was pointed 
out years ago by former President Taft. In Mis- 
souri, it has the sympathy of both the State and local 
bar associations. 

In England, or in any Continental country of Eu- 
rope, public opinion would be appalled by such hesi- 
tant justice as that revealed in the case of the two 
St. Louis attorneys. 
it, for the consequences of it can only be terrible. 
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SEE THEM THROUGH. 

Resolutions sponsored jointly by Representative 
Duffey of Ohio and Lehr of Michigan would author- 
ize further investigation of the conduct of Federal 
Judges Wilkerson and Lindley of Illinois. This move 
presumably is in response to the recent announce- 
ment of the House Judiciary Committee that it did 
not have sufficient evidence for passing judgment on 
the official conduct of these members of the Federal 
bench. 

Many persons will be inclined to believe that the 
amazing report of the McKeown subcommittee, which 
has conducted an investigation of receivership and 
bankruptcy cases in Federal courts, presented all the 
evidence of misuse of judicial power that the House 
needs. However, since the subcommittee merely pre 
sented its findings and recommended no specific 
action, aside from legislation to correct abuses, it is to 
be hoped that the House will approve the Duffey- 
Lehr resolutions.. For one of them specifically re- 
quires the investigating committee to inform the 
House whether either Judge has “been guilty of any 
high crime or misdemeanor which, in the contempla- 
tion of the Constitution, requires the interposition 
of the constitutional powers of the House.” 

Severe charges against conduct on the Federal 
bench such as those made by the McKeown subcom- 
mittee cannot be lightly turned aside. The public 
welfare requires that they be carried to a termina- 
tion such as Representatives Duffey and Lehr propose. 
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SPEAKEASY: 1934 VERSION. 

Pity Col. Scullin. Pity also the City of St. Louis 

Col. Scullin’s job as Excise Commissioner is to regu- 
late and control the sale of liquor in the city, and to 
obtain for the municipal treasury its full share of 
revenue from this source. He has found it a well- 
nigh impossible task under present circumstances. 
That the city-is full of saloons is a matter of common 
observation, yet only 636 licenses have been issued 
and only 1057 applications for licenses have been 
made. A conservative estimate is that St. Louis 
has 1800 saloons, and the chances are that there are 
a great many more. 
. The fly in the ointment is the Brogan-Roberts beer 
law passed by the Legislature last spring, at a time 
when the imminence of repeal and the thirst of the 
populace conspired to cast prudence aside. The law 
declares 3.2 per cent beer to be non-intoxicating. It 
prohibits municipalities from levying taxes directly 
upon it. It requires those who sell 3.2 per cent beer 
at retail to pay an annual tax of only $10. Innocent 
enough as it appeared at first, it has now come into 
conflict with the State liquor control law and the 
city liquor control ordinance, under which retailers 
must pay annual licenses aggregating $600. 

Under the shield of the 3.2 per cent beer permit, 
many retailers are selling all kinds of intoxicating 
liquors and are successfully evading provisions re- 
garding closing hours and the like. In other words, 
a new kind of speakeasy has been set up’ the city 
and State are being cheated out of revenue and a 
general condition of demoralization exists in the 
liquor business. That is, a great many retailers 
who would ordinarily buy the $600 State and city 
licenses find they cannot do so and compete with 
the 3.2 per cent joints. : 

What should be done about this situation? As a 
stop-gap, the Aldermen are being urged to place an 
inspection tax of 2 cents per gallon on 3.2 per cent 
beer made here for sale in St. Louis, or imported into 
the city. Also,*Col. Scullin is attempting to find a 
way by which the illegal dealers can be exposed and 
prosecuted. Neither of these measures, however, 
goes to the root of the question, which is ‘repeal of 
the Brogan-Roberts law. That should be among the 
very first pieces of business‘at the next session of the 
Legislature,

For about a year, there has been a vast 
amount of rumor and guesswork as to 
where the President was going and where 
his advisers were leading him. The Pres- 
ident himself has confined himself almost 
entirely to specific measures and has done 
very little talking about his general theories. 
But, of course, his actions have been predi- 
cated upon theories. All humar actions are, 
though as often as not men are unaware 
of the theory on which they are acting. 
Because he has said what he wanted todo 
and has said very little as to why he wanted 
to do it, it has been left to the public to 
figure out for itself the principles which 
he is following. 

One method of figuring out wnat he was 
up to has been to take specific measures 
and then argue as to what would happen 
to the country if they were carried to a 
logical extreme. Thus, for example, .e 
devalued the dollar by 40 per cent. There 
was a whole school of prophets who de- 
clared the dollar would become devalued 80 
or 90 per cent before he got through. 

He deliberately threw the budget out ot 
balance in order to finance relief and the 
stimulation of recovery by inflationary ex- 
penditure. There were those who argued 
that this was an uncontrollable procedure, 
and that the budget would never be bal- 
anced until the currency was ruined. He 
set up controls to regin.:nt agriculture and 
industry. It has been argued tha: one con- 
trol leads to another, the end must be a com- 
pletely regimented and planned economy. 
He set out to regulate capital markets. It 
was asserted he was being carried toward 
abolition of private finance.

Why has investment been 
regulated and speculation restricted? Can 
it be doubted now that, however foolish 
may have been some of the measures, the 
intention was to make it safer for the av- 
erage man to invest his savings? 

Why is agriculture being subjected to 
elaborate control? Why do farmers submit? 
-Why does a Congress, in which they have 
such preponderant power, support this 
policy? For no other reason than because 
men hope to make farming more profitable 
and a more reliable occupation. 

‘Why did the country rush into NRA? 
Not because it was convertéd to Commu- 
nism, but because employers and employes 
hoped they could improve employment and 
business. They expected too much, no 
doubt, and they have perhaps taken the 
wrong road many times, but it can hardly 
be doubted that the road they mean to take 
is toward fairly stable and reasonably prof.

Good for the Amateur Fisher- 
man’s Lucky Week-End 
» Catch. 


These are the days when many @ 
man starts out hopefully fishing 
and, if successful, likes to have a 
big fuss made over his catch with 
the family gathering around the 
dinner table to enjoy it. 
Any fish, whether amateur catch 
or purchased at one of the fine fish 
shops and markets with which St. 
Louis is well supplied, is better ap- 
preciated if prepared just right 
with appropriate sauce or stuffing. 
Here are some suggestions: 

Baked With Tartar Sauce. 
Wash and dry trout or other fish 
carefully. Sprinkle with salt and 
pepper and dredge lightly with 
flour. Place six strips of bacon over 
the top and surround with about 
one-half cupful water. Baste fre- 
quently, using one tablespoon butter 
and one cup water. Bake in.a mod- 
erate oven for about one hour. The 
fish may be cut into individual 
servings or baked in one large 
piece. Serve with tartar sauce made 
by mixing three-fourths cup sand- 
wich spread with one-third cup 
mayonnaise. 

Baked With Mustard Sauce. 
Cut 1% pounds fillet into six 
servings and season lightly with 
salt and pepper. Lay in shallow, 
well-greased baking pan. Make a 
sauce as follows: Melt one table- 
spoon butter, add one tablespoon 
flour and blend well. Add one cup 
boiling water, one tablespoon lemon 
juice and one tablespoon prepared 
mustard, and cook, stirring con- 
stantly, until thickened (about three 
minutes). Pour over the fish. Add 
one tablespoon melted butter to 
one-half cup dried bread crumbs 
and sprinkle over fish. Bake in a 
hot oven for about 20 minutes. 

Baked Stuffed Fish. 
Wash one medium size fish care- 
fully, dry, sprinkle with salt’ and 
pepper, stuff with recipe below, sew 
up with twine and put in a pan, 
dredge lightly with flour and place 
six strips bacon over the top. Add 
enough water to keep from scorch- 
ing (about one-half cup). Baste fre- 
quently, using one tablespoon but- 
ter and one cup water. Bake in a 
moderate oven (350 degrees F.) for 
about one hour. Serve with tomato 
sauce made by adding a small 
amount of flour to one small can 
cream of tomato soup. Cook_ until 
thickened.

EUROPEAN RECIPES 
GIVEN FOR CABBAGE 


Old .German,. Russian and 
Belgian Savory Sug- 
gestions. 


There is one vegetable which 


should: appeal to bargain hunters 
just now more than usual. It costs 


actually less than it cost a year ago, 
and it was then comparatively 
cheap, we thought. This: is old 
friend cabbage, of such ancient and 
honorable lineage that it ranks with 
wheat and rice and beans in the 
history of the human race. 

We eat more cabbage in this 
country than any other vegetable 
except potatoes. Certainly we come 


by the taste very naturally. Our 
forefathers were cabbage eaters 
long before they came to America 
—for generations back. The early 
settlers of America brought their 
cabbages with them across the sea 
—and we are still planting and eat- 
ing this transplanted product of the 
kitchen gardens of Europe. 

Which is all very much to the 
good, says the Bureau of Home 
Economics of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, for cab- 
bage is one of the best of leafy veg- 
etables. as well as one of the cheap- 
est. It supplies minerals and vita- 
mins which we must have, and we 
need the leafy roughage, too, for 
good digestion. 

There was, however, in the light 
of what we know today, something 
very wrong about the old-time ways 
of cooking cabbage. Look over 
some of the 6ld cook books and you 
will see. “Steam one and one-half 
hours,” “bake for two hours,” “boil 
three hours,” and so on—such are 
the directions, over and over 
again’ That explains, ‘probably, 
why some.people 4o not like cab-

bage, and many abominate the odor

which pervades the house when 
cabbage is cooked in the old, long- 
time way. But if you cook cabbage 
five, 10 or 15 minutes only, instead 
of hours, those complaints will be 
disposed of. Delicate flavor, deli- 
cate texture and no “cabbage odor” 
at all in the house are the results 
of short-time cooking. More im- 
portant still, by short-time cooking 
you prevent the loss of food value 
that comes from long cooking of the 
foods which, like cabbage, are rich 
in vitamin C. 


Foreign Methods of Cookery. 

There is much to be learned, how- 
ever, from the old world ways: of 
serving cabbage, even if they did 
cook .it-to death. We steam or boil 
and butter it, we cream it and scal- 
lop it, we use it’ in slaw hot and 
cold, and in salads. But there are 
other ways we might copy—espe- 
cially from Germany, Scandinavia, 
Russia and the Near East. For ex- 
ample: The Russian dish called 
tsche is a beef stew with cabbage, 
onions, leeks, a parsnip and sour 
cream. 

There is the 
cabbage, which 
liciously with ham, or _ any 
other meat for that matter. 
This is seasoned first with vinegar, 
and later with a little sweet cream 
or top milk; Then there is German 
fried sauerkraut—fried in fat in 
which some onions have been 
browned. Cooked macaroni is add- 
ed to this dish. 

Or there is cabbaZe with sausage 
—the sausages fried and arranged 
on a hot platter with chopped cab- 
bage which has been cooked for 
six minutes in a little fat. There 
is cabbage scalloped with bread 
crumbs and cheese; or cabbage and 
carrots in a lamb stew; or sweet 
and sour cabbage (red or white) 
which is cooked with sour apples 
and seasoned with brown sugar and 
vinegar. Or there is filled cabbage, 
a favorite in several countries, 
which is the cabbage head with the 
center taken out and replaced with 
stuffing, then the whole _ stuffed 
cabbage baked in the oven. 


Stuffed Cabbage Rolls. 

In, the Near East, and elsewhere 
in Europe, they make cabbage rolls, 
which are sometimes called stuffed 
cabbage, although really each sepa- 
rate leaf is first wilted and then 
folded around a mixture of chopped 
meat and bread crumbs, or meat 
and rice, or maybe rice and raisins. 
These rolls are then cooked, per- 
haps in a baking dish with a little 
water, and served with gravy, or 
perhaps in, well-seasoned tomato 
juice. 

Dutch salad, like other raw cab- 
bage dishes, is highiy recommended 
by nutritionists because of the high 
vitamin value of cabbage leaves be- 
fore they are cooked. (Raw cab- 
bage is interchangeable with toma- 
toes and oranges for its vitamin C 
content). Dutch salad is shredded 
cabbage sprinkled with crisp bits of 
fried bacon or salt pork. Over this 
pour a dressing of the pork fat, 
vinegar, salt, pepper and dry mus- 
tard. 

Borrowing from Old World 
recipes for cooking cabbage, and 
changing the cooking time to cor- 
respond with modern principles of 
vegetable cookery, the Bureau of 


German steamed 
combines de- 


lowing somewhat different ways of 
serving this cheapest of the leafy 
vegetables. 


German Steamed Cabbage. 
Two quarts shredded cabbage. 
Qne teaspoon salt. 

One-quarter cup vinegar. 
One-quarter cup sweet cream or 
top milk. 
Steam cabbage until just tender 
(about 15 minutes). Add salt and 
vinegar and when cool add cream 
and serve. Or’ serve hot if pre- 
ferred. Sour cream may be used 
instead of vinegar and sweet cream. 
Filled Cabbage. 
One large cabbage. 
Two cups dry bread crumbs. 
Two tablespoons bacon or salt- 
pork drippings. 
One large onion, chopped fine. 
One pound ground beef. 
Seasonings (pepper, salt, nutmeg, 
parelsy, sage). 
Scoop out center of cabbage head, 
and parboil shell for about 10 min- 
utes in a cheesecloth bag to keep 
leaves in shape for refilling. Chop 
center part fine as for slaw. Brown 
chopped onion in bacon or salt pork 
drippings, add ground beef, chopped 
cabbage and breadcrumbs, ang stir 
until heated. Add seasonings and 
put the mixture back into cabbage 
shell.

CHINA PLACES MIT | 
ON FOREIGN DOCTORS 


Health Administration Says 
Too Many Are Practicing 
in- Large Cities. 


gpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 
PEIPING, China.—Contrary to 


the common belief that China 
stands in great need of modern 
trained doctors is the warning is- 
sued by the National Health Ad- 
ministration of the Nanking Gov- 
ernment, that there are too many 


American, European and Western- j 


trained Chinese physicians practic- 
ing in the larger cities. 

The Government points out that 
competition is so keen as to make 
it impossible for many of the doc- 
tors to earn a living. Therefore, 
the notification requests American 
medical men desirous of settling 
down in China to first get in touch 


with the Chinese Legation at Wash- , 


ington. 
This is the first attempt by the 


Chinese Governmeht to force regis- 
tration upon American physicians. 
In the past they were allowed to 
practice as and where they pleased. 
Now they must present diplomas 
and certificates of recognition from 
an American Consular officiai to 
obtain a license for China, The Jat- 
ter will be issued by the Health Ad- 
minist ration, but the American 
must likewise have a permit from 
*the local authorities of the place 
where he is to reside. 

While not making it requisite for 
the American doctor to first master 
the Chinese language, the new reg- 
niations leave the door open for 
some such official decree. The par- 
aragraph reads: 

“The primary interest of the Chi- 
nese health authorities is in reia- 
tion to the health of the bulk of 
nopulation. It is clear, therefore, 


pyr 
no medical practitioner can fulfill 


his functions unless he is sconver- 
sant with the Chinese language. It 
is obvious that until such knowl- 
edge is acquired the difficulties may 
be insurmountable.” 

The Health Administration then 
points out that while the nunuiber 
of madern medical men is small as 
compared with the needs of the 
country, yet large numbers of them 
do not find conditions easy since 
masses of the population are not 
used to Western medicine, and 
standards of life do not permit of 
adequate compensation for medical 
consultation. 

This results in the large cities, 
Peiping, Tientsin, Canton, Shanghai 
and the like being flooded with 
American, European and Chinese 
modern doctors. 


ADMIRAL REEVES. TAKES 
COMMAND OF U, S. FLEET 


Formal Transfer to Him From 
Admiral Sellers, Made in 
Ceremony in New York. 
NEW YORK, June 15.—Admiral 
Joseph Mason Reeves today takes 
command of the United States 

fleet. 

Admiral Reeves, who has been in 
command of fighting men and 
fighting ships for 40 years, in for- 
mal ceremonies aboard the Pennsyl- 
vania, succeeds Admiral David 
Foote Sellers as the highest rank- 
ing naval officer afloat. The New 
Mexico has been designated by the 
new Commander-in-Chief as flag- 
ehip of the fleet. 

Admiral Reeves said today: “I 
would say that the condition of the 
fleet has never been better. In 
the navy we have what is known 
as the principle of offense, and in- 
cuded under this are two prin- 
ciples of superiority, one of mate- 
rial and one of personnel. One is 
of material things and one is of 
morale and courage, the intangible 
things on which ultimate victory 
nangs.

Mickey Riley, born Galitzen, 
springboard diving champion of the 
Olympic Games and holder of more 
diving titles than any other living 
person, arrived in St. Louis this 
morning for a two-day visit and 
expressed the opinion Japan would 
be a real threat in the 1936 Olympic 
Games, but that the Americans 
should win. 3 
Mickey has traveled around the 
earth three times, although only 22 
years old, and has recently turned 
down offers to zo to England, Italy 
and South America, as he wants: to 
finish his two years in law at the 
University of Southern Californfa. 
“The Japanese are great special- 
ists,” he remarked, “and train cer- 
tain athletes just to be Olympic 
Games divers. When I was in Ja- 
pan in 1926, the Orientals did not 
know a thing about fancy diving, 
so every time I took a position on 
the springboard, dozens of cameras 
would be focused on me.” 

Riley thinks the one-half twist is 
the most difficult of all dives to 
master, and he has mastered all of 
the accepted ones, in addition to a 
number of his own.

One $710,000,000 Item.

NGLAND, France, Italy, etc., 
E decided not to pay the United 
States. 

Germany says: “A good idea,” 
and decides not to pay anybody, 
at least not for six months. A six 
months “moratorium,” meaning 
“nh money to be paid.” 

You will hear “moaning at the 
har.” and a good deal of it, when 
Europes professional defauiters 
find that they are to get frotn 
Germany a taste of their own medi- 
cine. 


Few newspapers yesterday failed 
to print more pictures, more words, 
more guesses as. to the winner, in 
connection with last night’s heavy- 
weight prize-fight, Carnera-Baer, 
than were printed on any other sub- 
lect. 

We all love peace, decency. Even 
pugilistic assault and battery, with 
gate-receipt acompaniment, is not 
alwavs approved. But last night’s 
meeting between two heavy, dull, 
prizefighters interested more Amer- 
jcans than yesterday’s meeting be- 
tween Mussolini and Hitler; News- 
papers know it, and act according- 
ly. 


What Hitler and Mussolini said 
to each other will never be known, 
unless, as is probable, one or both 
write their memoirs and tell about 
it. If Stalin and Kemal Pasha 
could have been at the meeting 
the real power of Europe would 
have been there, for among them 
the four could control any situa- 
tion. Kemal is not the least im- 
portant, for, holding Istanbul and 
the Dardanelles, he could open or 
close the gate of the Mediterranean 
to Russian power.

The meeting of Hitler and Mus- 
solini reminds you that it is still 
possible even in “effete Europe,” 
for men to rise from low down to 
high up. 

Mussolini ruling Italy is the son 
of a blacksmith; Hitler, absolute 
ruler of Germany, was a house 
painter who found it hard to make 
a living. 


The national debt of the United 
States has risen to a “new high” 
for all time, namely, to 27 billion 
dollars, a debt 27 times as big as 
it was before the big war started. 


Wars are expensive, especially. 


when with simple-hearted idiocy 
you lend money to dear friends in 
Europe. 

Paying interest on that 27 billion 
dollar debt, at the rate of only 3 
per cent, will cost Uncle Sam or 
American taxpayers, $710,000,000 a 
year, a sum almost equal to the na- 
tional debt before 1914, 40 per cent 
more than the total cost of running 
the Government for a whole year 
when Tom Reed said extravagance 
would ruin us.

My dear Mrs. Post: Etiquette 
seems to favor fewer courses to- 
day, which means less mixture of 
food at one meal, Why doesn’t eti- 
quette also approve of a limited 
mixture of wines during dinner? A 
combination of sherry, sauterne, 
champagne, burgundy and a liqueur 
is too much for the average person, 
and it is the variety that makes me 
feel bad. Yet when I am hostess 
I don’t like to refuse repeatedly. 
Should glasses be filled, and at the 
end of a course should the accom- 
panying wine glass be removed 
from table even if all the wine has 
not. been drunk? 

Answer: Etiquette does approve 
of limiting the number of wines, 
and in any event, should several be 
offered, no one is likely to take 
more than one or two. For exam- 
ple, those who like champagne, see- 
ing a champagne glass on the table, 
probably wait for that. Others who 
do not like champagne take the 
claret instead. And although it is 
impolite to refuse every dish of 
food proffered, it is NEVER neces- 
sary that anyone either drink or 
smoke if he would rather not. Be- 
fore filling any glass the servant 
asks, “Sherry, Sir?” (or Madam); 
the guest says, “Yes, please” or “No, 
thanks!” And the same with every 
wine. Sherry, chablis, white wine 
or claret or burgundy glasses, 
whether full or empty, are removed 
when table is cleared for dessert. 
Champagne or Chateau Yquem 
glasses remain. Port, if served, is 
brought on after dessert.

A Great 


Days Makes Her Last Bow 


Star OF the Old 


- 


NEW YORK, June 14. 
OME 42 years ago, John W. 
Kelly, songwriter, rushed into a 
backstage dressing room of Tony 
Pastor’s Fourteenth Street Theater 
to tell a blue-eyed, buxom Irish 
lassie, “Maggie, I’ve written anoth- 
er song for you.” 

Maggie Cline, who was that girl, 
died at her Fair Haven, N. J., home 
June 11, but the song, “Throw Him 
Down McCloskey,” remains among 
the immortal memories of the days 
when vaudeville was America’s en- 
tertainment fare; a song which 


'Maggie Cline took for her own and 


wielded as a scepter to become 
queen of the circuits and Brunn- 
hilde of New York’s famous Bow- 
ery. 

Until Kelly offered the ballad to 
her, Maggies’ chief claim to fame 
was a more than voluptuous figure, 
whose curves were inclined to 
burst from both sides of her wasp 
waist. A former burlesque queen, 
she was, however, already a head- 
liner at Tony Pastor’s rendezvous 
when “Throw Him Down McClos- 
key” fell her way. Kelly had named 
his masterpiece “Throw Him Down 
McGinty,” but Maggie, after agree- 
ing that the song was “a good 
one,” objected to the hero’s name. 
“I don’t like ‘McGinty’,” she advised 
the hopeful songster. “It ain’t a 
fighter’s name. He sounds like a 
fussy sit-around-in-mother’s-parlour. 
I'jl call it ‘Throw Him Down Mc- 
Closkey.’” 

She gave Kelly a two-dollar bill. 

Maggie, at that time, might have 
been called the supreme Irish 
comedienne of the nation. A few 
days later she sang her new song 
at an Easter Sunday benefit con- 
cert in Tony Pastor’s. No orches- 
tration of the song had been made, 
so she hummed the tune a few 
times to the orchestra leader just 
before curtain time. The song was 
the hit of the show. During the 
next 20 years Maggie was to throw 
McCloskey down not less than 6000 
times, not only for the gallery boys 
but for Grover Cleveland, William 
McKinley and Theodore Roosevelt. 
¥ later, Maggie tried to drop 
the song from her act, but she nev- 
er ended an appearance without a 
loud clamor for the classic. Usual- 
ly she saved the balfad for her last 
number and the gallery boys would 
roar approval as she stepped out 
in an emerald gown and. an- 
nounced: : 
“Now, ladies and gentlemen, I 
will sing the dainty and pathetic 
little ballad that drove me into this 
business.” i,

Maggie was a past master of 
repartee with the gallery boys. One 
night, as she finished singing, 
“Don’t Let Me Die Until I See Ire- 
land,” one of the boys called out: 
“Well, why don’t you go there?” 

Maggie never batted an eyelash. 

“Nit! It’s too far from the 
Bowery,” she _ retorted, almost 
bringing down the house as she 
swaggered off the stage, 

Maggie frequently was sand- 
wiched between “Christmas on 
Blackwell’s Island” and one of Dion 
Boucicault’s soul-stirfing . melo-

“There was only one person I 
ever met who didn’t like the song,” 
Maggie said. “That was my dad.

As early as 1909 Maggie was an 
old-timer with gray locks silvering 
her once golden hair, but she still 
was the Irish queen of variety. Her 
mere appéarance provoked gales of 
anticipatory laughter. The laugh 
always came before the joke was 
finished. | 

Maggie Cline was born in Haver- 
hill, Mass., in 1857. When she was 
15 she ran away from home to go 
on the stage. Three times her fa- 
ther trailed her and brought her 
back. Then she ran away with a 
circus and returned of her own ac- 
cord, disillusioned and. crestfallen, 
a few weeks later. By this time. 
however; her parent: were resigned 
to Maggie's misbehavior, and per- 
mitted her to go her way. 


N 1886 she joined burlesque as 
one of Col. T, C. *Shellbaker’s 


“Majestics.” One day, in the old

popularize were “Has Anybody 
Here Seen Kelly,” “The Hat Me

Maggie made her debut in the 
legitimate theater in 1896 as the 
heroine of a four-act comedy-melio- 
drama, “On Broadway.”

In 1927 she returned 
to New York for the dedication of 
the Hammerstein Theater, when 
the furry, wasp-waisted topper and 
the long, black cigar of her old 
friend, Oscar Hammerstein, were 
placed in the cornerstone. 

She had lived quietly at Fair Ha- 
ven since 1917, when she retired 
after a career of nearly 40 years. 
She had a severe cold through 
most of the winter, but apparently 
had improved recently. She was the 
wife of John F. Ryan, to whom

career. 

Her last public appearance was 
in 1929 at the Savoy Theater, As- 
bury Park, N. J., where she was 
called to the stage while attending 
a benefit performance given by the 
Holy Spirit Roman Catholic Church.

“Throw Him Down McCloskey” and 
Maggie sang it with all the vigor 
of her youth. She explained later 
she had no intention of singing at

Up to Faith

éé HAT you wrote about 
prayer recently helped a 
, lot,” writes a very kind 
reader. “The idea that our deepest 
desire is our life-prayer, makes 
sense. But some of us wagt to go 
further, if we can. 

“Like Katherine Mansfield,” he 

on, “many of us would like 
to offer a song of praise to some- 
one, if we could fee] that there was 
anyone to take it. But it is like 
talking over a phone, with no one 
there.” 

No one? How do you know? It 
is not enough to pray; we must also 
know how to listen. “He that hath 
ears to hear let him hear,” said 
Jesus, who did not think He was 
talking into the air when He 
prayed. 

Anyway, be honest about it, what- 
ever you do. Do not pray to any-~- 
thing you do not believe in. If you 
do not believe in God, never pre- 
tend that you do; never pray as if 
you did. Tell no lies on your knees. 

A gréat preacher once lost his 
sense of God, but he recovered it by 
praying to the next best thing that 
was left—the abstract principle of 
right. It was a dreary devotion, 
but the light came back. He was 
sincere; he did not put' into his 
prayer anything but what was ac- 
tually in his heart. He prayed up 
to the Jevel of his faith, and tried to 
live up to the level of his prayer; 
and more faith came. 

If you cannot pray to God as a 
known Being, approach Him in an 
unknown Something, if you want to 
find Him. If you ¢annot feel Him, 
feel after Him; if you cannot see 
Him, look in the direction where 
He may be. 

In short, if you cannot fly, walk; 
if you cannot walk, stand and wait. 
Remember, the light comes to us at 
daybreak, not we to the light. But 
if you see anything that looks like 
sunshine, go and stand in it. 

Lay aside all anxiety and seek 
reality—but do not make yoyr mind 
the measure of what may be. If 
you are true to the best truth you 
know, be sure your sky will ciear 
and your day of faith will dawn. 

Yes, there is Somebody there; be 
sure of it. For ages men have 
lived in God and found Him real. 
As one put it, every unhindered 
needle points to the pole; every un- 
stopped river empties into the sea.
